‘separate solid from lUquid wastes, 
aecontaminate the liquid components 
and channel these out to sea.

The amount of 
sewage piped out near Tel Aviv'’s 
Reading power station rose from 
40.2m. cubic metres in 1968 to 53m.

Metulla couples protest ‘villas’ 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
METULLA. — Ten local residents 
were arrested here by Kiryat 
Shmona police on Friday during a 
demonstration at the entrance to 
the settlement. 

A group of Metulla residents,. 
mostly young couples, closed the 
main gates to the settlement at 
about 4 am. on Friday. They pad- 
locked the gates and threw away 
the keys, explaining that they were 
protesting the Housing Munistry’s 
attempt to build what they claimed 
were “villas” in an area earmarked 
for agricultural development. 

The demonstrators were all. mem- 
bers of a group which Intends set- 
tling on 34 new agricultural plots 
Planned for the settlement. . They 
claim that 20 jew buildings — 
which they allege’ villas intended 


for artists and senior government 
officials — are ‘being built in the 
area set aside for their plots, which, 
ΔΒ a result, will be reduced from 
34 to 20. : 

The Housing Ministry spokesman 
has denied their charge, claiming 
that the homes under construction 
are only 65 square metres in area 
and are intended for young couples. 
He said the homes are being built 
according to a plan worked out with 
the Jewish Agency and the Metulla 
Local Council. 

The demonstrators dismiss the 
Housing Ministry’s explanation, and 
oer sineiet that the new homes are 
villas.

- New moshav on Gilboa slopes

“We are,” Dr. Abbas wrote, “a 
nation possessing all the requisites 
of progress — money, raw mater- 
1815, scientists. All we need is to 
openly and seriously tackle the sub- 
ject of our backwardness... 50 85 
to discover the real reasons for this 
state of affairs. This is the first 
step in any scientific enterpriea” 
He goes on to point out that after 
diagnosis comes prescription and 
after that the government must 
furnish the tools required for the 
healing to be successful.

What then is to be done? Dr. 
Abbas is convinced that basic re- 
forms and legislation are needed, 
only governments can -fintro- 
duce them, The laws governing in- 
dustrial ownership need to be 


changed. Scientific research should 
be encouraged and current proce- 
dures modified. New legislation 
governing the registration and 
safeguarding of patents is needed 
as is a basic review of educational 
policies. And Arab governments 
should abide by the Paris Agree- 
ment pertaining to the protection 
of industrial property, the Wash- 
ington Treaty of i mal: co- 
operation in the field of industrial 
Protection, and the Strasbourg 
Agreement on the registration of 
patents and inventions. 

Almost all the reforms demand- 
ed by Dr. Abbas are legislative - 
ones. Indeed, he goes so far as to 
claim that “regulating the transi- 
tion to the era of technology is a 
legislative-economic problem; it is 
the legislators who are to blame 
for our technological backwardness 
—— and no’ one can open the way 
of the legislators towards the era 
of technology except the State, 
since the whole problem pertains 
to legislative and administrative 
reform.”

LIFE NEAR AIRPORTS will soon 
be quieter, With the introduction of 
new aircraft and improvements in 
the h and landing proce. 
dures of existing airplanes, the 
airport nolse problem ts well on its 
way to solution. 

This was the optimistic view 
Presented by aviation experts at 
the World Airports Conference just 
held in Britain, The meeting, at- 
tended by delegates from over 30 
countries, probed in depth into the 
problems rejating to the future of 
airports throughout the world. 

The major basis for these views 
is the new generation of aircraft 
engines that have ted to even 
greater improvements than were 
once thought possible. The RB .211, 
the Rolls Royce engine used to 
pewer such aircraft as the Lock- 
heed Tristar, is 25 perceived noise 
decibels (PNdS) quieter than the 
Avon, which wag that company’s 
rat commercial jet engine. " 

This, according to Dr, Κα. Wil- 
kungon, former vice-chairman of 
Rolls Royce and now in charge of 
engineering at British Airways, re- 
presents “a reduction of almost six 
times on annoyance and 300 times 
on sound intensity.” 

The technological breakthrough 
that made such reductions in noise 
possible was the improvement of 
the so-called “high+by-pass” engine.

Plutonium isa dangerous material. 
Like fire, it can be useful or harmful 
and it may be used to extend energy 
sources in Saar Teactors. 

Finally, .Mr. Super feels Israei 
should forgo nuclear plants because 
terrorists could create an atom 
bomb from plutonium. Mr. Super 
omitted the fact that 41 nations, in- 
cluding Libya and Iran, are com- 
mitted to nuclear power. Israel's 
abstention, therefore, would not 
effect the availability of plutonium 
to terrorists. Moreover, realistical- 
ly, terrorists would steal an already 
constructed bomb. 

In summary, all- forms of elec- 
trical generation that the world has 
possess drawbacks — poilution, in- 
sufficient reserves, rellance upon 
hostile nations, etc. Nuclear power 
has drawbacks as well. But on 
balance, it is cleaner, safer, more 
economic and more ecol than 
other commercial methods. For 
these reasons, Israel should exploit 
nuclear power like the rest of the 


world.
